Washington, July 5—The crises between Mexico and the Un • 


ited States virtually came to an end today when a friendly and con< 
dilatory note from the defacto government was handed to Secret 
tary Lansing and promptly communicated to President Wilson. 


Formal statement of the attitude of the Washington govern- 


ment must await the president's action, but there is no doubt in 
the minds of officials that the way has been opened for an amici- 
able adjustment of the dispute as to the border situation which 
brought the two governments to the verge of war. 


Secretary Lansing would make no comment. He gave the im- 


pression, however, that General Carranza's suggestion that there is 
no pending question between the government which cannot be read- 
ily answered by friendly negotiations meets with quicksympathyhere. 
Mr. Lansing is known to share President Wilson's desire that hos- 
tilities be avoided if there is any possible way to safeguard Ameri- 
can border interests without a clash with the Carranza govern- 
ment. The new Mexican communication so plainly indicates a sim- 
ilar desire, that a further interchange of views is expected to be- 
gin immediately looking to joint efforts to curb border bandits and 
other irresponsible .agencies that have worked to embroil.the two 
rovernments.

There seemed to be ho 'disposition to doubt that the U. S. on 


its side would be willing to arrange for the early withdrawal of the 
expeditionary force from Mexico. 


With more than 150,000 regulars and national guardsmen soon 


to be available for border patrol work, the necessity for keeping 
General Pershing's columns any great distance beyond the line has 
lessened, according to many officials. Ample forces at hand control 
the situation even if the Mexican troops now assembled in Northern 
Mexico are unable immediately to.guarantee protection from raid- 
ers. In any event, it was pointed out, it will be impossible for any 
considerable force of bandits to asemble for attack 
across the 


lines as the raid on Columbus, N. M., if General Carranza carries 
out the promises made in his note "to employ all efforts" that may 
be at his disposal to avoid the recurrence of new incidents which 
nay complicate and aggravate the situation.

TEXT OF NOTE 


"Washington, July 5.—The 


text of the note as transmit- 
ted by Eliseo Arrendondo, 
the 
Mexican 
ambassador 


designate, follows: 


'' Mr. Secretary: I 
have 


the honor to transmit in con- 
tinuation the text of a note 
I have just received from my 
government with instructions 
to present it to Your Excel- 
lency : 


"Mr. Secretary: 
"Referring to the notes" of 


June 20 and 25 last, I have 
the honor to say to Your Ex- 
cellency that the immediate 
release of the Carrizal prison- 
ers was a further proof of the 
sincerity of the desires of this 
government to reach a pacific 
and 
satisfactory 
arrange- 


ment of present 
difficulties. 


This government is anxious to 
solve the present conflict and 
it would be unjust if its atti- 
tude were misinterpreted. 


"It was also the Mexican 


government, that earnestly 
suggested a plan for canton- 


. ments along the boundary line 


during the 
conferences 
of 


Juarez and 
El Paso. 
This 


government is disposed now 


as it always has been to seek 
an immediate solution of the 
two points which 
constitute 


the truo causes of the con- 
flict between the two coun- 
tries, to-wit: The American 
government believes reason- 
ably. that the insecurity of its 
frontier is a source of difficul- 
ty and the Mexican govern- 
ment on its part 'believes that 
the stay of American troops 
on Mexican territpry 
aside 


from being a trespass on .the 
sovereignty of Mexico is the 
immediate cause of the con- 
flicts. Therefore the 
with- 


drawal of American troops on 
one hand and the protection 
of the frontier, on the other, 
are the two 
essential prob- 


lems, the solution of which 
must, be the directing object 
of the efforts of both govern- 
ments. 


"The Mexican government 


is willing 
to consider 
in a 


quick and practical way and 
prompted by a spirit of the 
remedies which should he ap- 
plied to the present situation. 


"Several 
Latin-American 


countries have offered their 
friendly 
mediation 
to the 


Mexican government and the 
latter has accepted it in prin- 
ciple. 
Therefore the 
Mexi- 


can government only awaits 
.information that the govern- 
ment of the United 
States 


would be disposed to accept 
this mediation for the purpose 
mentioned above or whether 
it is still of the belief that the 
same results may be attained 
by means of direct negotia- 
tions between both 
govern- 


ments. 


"In the meantime this gov- 


ernment proposes to employ 
•all efforts that may be at its 
disposal to avoid the recur- 
rence of new incidents which 
may complicate and aggra- 
vate the situation. At 
the 


same time it hopes that the 
American government, on its 
part may make use of all ef- 
forts to prevent 
acts of its 


military on the frontier that 
might cause new complica- 
tions.

The bettered and continuous accessibility of the city, back- 
cd'by good roads, which must be diligently striven for, and will 
come, will work wonders. In its potentialities of stock raising and 
fruit culture the West Side stands unrivaled in all Ohio. Develop- 
ing these interests may be, at.times, discouraging!)- slow work, but 
keeping at it energetically and spiritedly for five or six years will 
show remarkable results.
